TWENTY-FIFTH  REUNION  OF  '96 

(Reprinted    from    The     Princeton    Alumni    Weekly.) 

On  Friday  afternoon,  June  17,  the  BIG  TIME  began,  each  arriv- 
ing train  bringing  a  load  of  '96  men,  wives  and  children,  who  crowded 
the  '96  Bus,  which  carried  them  to  the  headquarters  in  the  Tea  House 
on  Stockton  Street  to  register  and  get  their  quarters  assigned. 

Of  course  the  feature  of  first  interest  was  the  Industrial  Exhibit 
which  was  located  in  the  large  room  of  the  Tea  House.  For  days  and 
weeks  the  exhibits  had  been  flowing  in  and  Charlie  Browne  had  been 
taking  care  of  them  as  they  came,  storing  them  in  his  house  and 
garage.  During  the  last  few  days,  assisted  by  Helm,  Lea,  McGrann, 
McElroy,  MacDonald,  Greene,  Kerr  and  others,  Charlie  had  been  at 
work  all  day  and  far  into  the  night,  unpacking  and  setting  up  the 
exhibits,  and  the  result  was  a  most  gratifying  success.  Throughout 
the  Reunion  the  exhibition  room  was  crowded  most  of  the  time,  and 
the  exhibits  were  so  numerous  and  varied  in  character  that  the  interest 
of  the  Class  and  the  public  in  inspecting  them  continued  to  the  very 
end.  Lack  of  space  prevents  our  giving  here  a  full  account  of  all  of 
the  exhibits,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  say  which  attracted  the  most 
attention ;  but  probably  the  magnificent  exhibits  of  Bert  Milbank's 
Borden  products,  Woody  Greene's  American  Sugar  Refining  Company 
products,  Josh  Billings'  maple  sugar  and  syrup,  and  Ben  Dangerfield's 
Reymer's  candy,  were  the  most  generally  popular  with  old  and  young. 
The  most  noteworthy  contribution  of  all,  however,  and  the  one  which 
excited  the  greatest  amount  of  interest  and  pleasure,  was  Tex  Potter's 
remarkable  cartoon  or  pictorial  history  of  the  Class,  entitled  "The 
House  of  Ninety-Six."  This  great  work  defies  description  and  must 
be  seen  to  be  comprehended,  so  it  is  to  be  reproduced  for  publication 
in  the  Class  Record,  soon  to  be  issued. 

On  Saturday  morning  newcomers  began  to  arrive  early,  and  by 
noon  the  headquarters,  tent  and  spacious  grounds  were  filled  almost 
to  capacity,  the  number  of  '96  wives  and  children  who  "came  back" 
being  a  gratifying  feature  of  the  occasion.  Luncheon  was  served  to 
all  comers,  and  after  all  had  been  equipped  with  the  beautiful  new 
'96  hat-bands  and  pocket  numerals  and  the  striking  orange  and  black 
umbrellas,  which  Charlie  Stein,  the  plus-efficient  Chairman  of  the 
Decorations  Committee,  had  provided,  the  parade  to  the  Yale  game 
started,  led  by  Dave  Edwards'  Philadelphia  band  of  twenty  pieces. 
Joining  the  main  parade  in  front  of  Nassau  Hall  and  marching  thence 
to  University  Field,  the  '96  contingent,  consisting  of  131  fathers  and 
36  sons,  was  universally  acclaimed  and  acknowledged  as  being  the 
best  equipped  and  as  presenting  the  finest  appearance  of  all  the  classes 
in  the  parade.  The  game  was  exciting  and  satisfactory — Princeton  4, 
Yale  2 — and  during  the  7th  inning  word  came  that  '96's  third  grand- 
child had  been  born  that  morning,  Elizabeth  McElroy  Maloney,  Jr., 
daughter  of  Bob  McElroy's  eldest  daughter.  So  '96  marched  back 
to  headquarters  feeling  that  the  Reunion  was  an  assured  success,  no 
matter  what  else  might  happen  or  not  happen. 

In  the  evening  the  Princeton  Movies  were  shown  out-of-doors — a 
fine  show  which  was  attended  by  the  entire  '96  family.  Immediately 
thereafter  began  the  auction  of  the  Industrial  Exhibit,  Major  John  D. 
Kilpatrick  acting  as  auctioneer  and  selling  articles  of  many  kinds  to 
purchasers  whether  willing  or  not,  regardless  of  intrinsic  value. 
F'rinstance,  Tupper  Saussy's  famous  law  book  of  "Cases  cited  by 
Georgia  Courts,  Other  than  Georgia  Cases,"  was  sold  for  $20,  although 
"Tup"  told  "Killy"  in  confidence  that  a  Georgia  judge  had  been  credibly 
reported  to  have  said  that  it  was  worth  $50  a  copy. 

On  Sunday  morning,  in  preparation  for  the  luncheon  to  which 
Mrs.  Browne  and  Hizzoner  the  Mayor  had  invited  us,  the  Secretary 
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loaded  the  '96  Bus  with  sons  of  '96  and  took  them  to  the  Brokaw  pool 
where  each  was  given  a  thorough  bath  under  the  supervision  of  Drs. 
Brockway  and  Corser.  At  one  o'clock  the  entire  Class  present,  male 
and  female  after  their  kind,  from  four  years  old  (Miss  Mary  Hamilton) 
and  upwards,  repaired  to  the  home  of  the  Brownes,  where  we  drank 
deep  from  the  very  sources  of  hospitality.  Surely  a  more  delightful 
occasion  of  its  kind  could  not  be  imagined — the  setting  of  charming 
house  and  garden,  the  flawless  management,  the  very  perfection  of 
kindly  hospitality,  all  devoted  to  the  entertainment  and  pleasure  of 
The  House  of  '96  to  the  number  of  235,  made  it  an  event  which  '96 
will  ever  gratefully  remember. 

After  luncheon,  Ario  Pardee  '97  kindly  filmed  the  entire  party 
as  they  strolled  through  an  arbor  in  the  garden,  and  then  President 
Bert  Milbank  summoned  all  to  '96's  own  commencement  Exercises, 
announcing  that  a  degree  was  to  be  conferred  upon  Georgeanna  Gibbs 
Browne  for  special  and  meritorious  and  never-failing  kindnesses  and 
hospitalities  to  the  Class  of  '96.  Thereupon  Bill  Libby  (we  have  one 
all  our  own)  escorted  the  surprised  "candidate"  to  the  rostrum,  and 
Bert,  in  a  few  words  well-chosen  from  "Andy"  West,  conferred  upon 
Mrs.  Browne  the  degree  of  M.H.A.  (which  he  explained  with  apparent 
sincerity  to  mean  "Matron  of  the  Hospitable  Arts,"  but  which  Lang 
Lea  later  discovered  to  mean  "More  Hospitality  Acceptable").  In 
order  to  provide  a  place  to  keep  the  degree,  Bert  also  presented  to 
Mrs.  Browne  a  silver  platter,  upon  which  the  degree  is  to  be  inscribed. 
In  response,  Mrs.  Browne  gave  the  Mayor  leave  to  speak  for  her, 
which  he  did  in  a  few  words,  very  choice. 

Thereafter  group  photographs  of  the  members  of  the  Class  and 
of  the  wives  and  children,  respectively,  were  taken  and  the  afternoon 
being  far  spent,  the  delighted  guests  took  their  reluctant  leave. 

At  5:15  p.  m.  an  impressive  memorial  service  in  honor  of  the  '96 
men  who  have  died  was  held  in  Murray-Dodge  Hall.  The  Rev.  Minot 
C.  Morgan  read  from  the  Scriptures;  the  Rev.  John  J.  Moment  deliv- 
ered the  address;  and  the  Rev.  Francis  Sidney  Smithers,  Jr.,  read  the 
names  of  forty-one  '96  men  who  have  died,  and  also  read  the  prayers 
for  the  dead. 

On  Sunday  evening  the  auction  was  continued  in  the  tent;  and 
the  Class  also  had  the  pleasure  of  hearing  Roy  Morris  speak  on  the 
subject  of  our  relations  with  Japan. 

Monday  was  devoted  to  out-door  sports  and  "Seeing  Princeton" 
trips.  Thornton  Conover,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Outdoor 
Activities,  pulled  off  a  very  successful  "Kickers'  Handicap"  golf  tourna- 
ment, and  being,  apparently,  the  only  real  golfer  entered,  he  was 
forced,  in  spite  of  his  own  reluctance,  to  accept  the  silver  pencil  offered 
for  the  lowest  gross  score.  Bressler,  Clark  and  Kingsbury  were  tied 
at  80  for  first  place  in  the  "Kickers'  Handicap,"  and  by  lot  Kingsbury 
took  first  prize  and  Clark  second,  each  receiving  a  silver  cup. 

A  baseball  game  between  the  fathers  and  sons  of  '96  was  arranged 
by  Doc  Carnochan  and  Jack  Kerr,  and  was  played  on  Brokaw  Field 
before  a  large  and  enthusiastic  gathering  of  charming  class  mothers 
and  bewitching  daughters  and  non-combatant  fathers.  The  senior 
team  was  composed  of  Turner,  s.s.;  Wayave,  p.  and  1st;  Kerr,  1st  and 
p  •  Cross,  2nd;  Titus,  c;  Block  and  J.  Miller,  3rd;  Bronson,  r.f.;  R. 
Wilson  and  Kilpatrick,  c.f.;  T.  Potter  and  Smithers,  l.f.  The  junior 
team-  Harold  Turner,  Capt.  and  s.s.;  Robert  Pierce  (Gordon's  son) 
2nd;  Sam  Varnedoe  (Saussy's  nephew),  c;  Franklin  Whitehead,  3rd 
and  p  •  Joe  Miller,  Jr.,  1st;  Tom  Kerr  and  Langdon  Lea,  Jr.,  l.f.; 
Edward  Morris  and  Kirk  Whitehead,  c.f.;  Marshall  Wayave,  p.  and 
3rd-  Ned  Hodge,  Jr.,  Gordon  Pierce,  Jr.,  and  E.  K.  Mills,  Jr.,  r.f. 
Umpires,  Churchman  and  Fentress.  After  a  titanic  struggle,  in  which 
fortune  swayed  from  side  to  side,  the  Juniors  nosed  out  a  victory  in 
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the  last  inning  by  the  score  of  15  to  12.  The  game  so  abounded  in 
miraculous  fielding  and  batting  features  that  space  lacks  to  mention 
all  of  them,  but  we  cannot  refrain  from  speaking  of  Tex  Potter's 
home  run  to  deep  left  field,  which,  however,  resulted  in  his  being 
caught  at  the  plate  by  the  swift  relaying  of  the  ball  by  Tom  Kerr, 
Harold  Turner  and  Frank  Whitehead  to  Varnedoe,  coupled  with  the 
fact  that  the  excited  spectators  invaded  the  playing  field  and  forced 
Tex  to  make  a  wide  detour  between  third  and  home.  Each  member 
of  the  winning  team  was  presented  with  a  new  regulation  National 
League  ball. 

On  Monday  afternoon  the  auction  was  continued,  and  in  the  eve- 
ning the  class  dinner  and  class  meeting  were  held  in  the  tent.  The 
presence  of  the  wives  and  children  formed  a  novel  and  pleasant  feature 
of  the  occasion,  and  the  proceedings  were  enlivened  by  another  ses- 
sion of  the  auction  conducted  by  Dick  McGrann  with  his  Wheel  of 
Fortune,  and  also  by  singing  led  by  Wallace  McLean  and  the  '96 
Orchestra,  this  part  of  the  programme  being  marked  by  the  revival 
of  Woody  Greene's  "Venice  Waters"  and  Nap  Godfrey's  "Mol-lay 
and  I  and  the  Bay-bee."  After  dinner  the  class  meeting  was  held, 
Bert  Milbank  presiding  and  opening  the  meeting  with  a  graceful  and 
appropriate  address.  He  also  read  messages  from  Charlie  Bostwick's 
mother,  and  from  George  W  Lyon,  South  Africa;  Bob  Maxwell,  India; 
Bill  Doty,  England;  and  Jim  Cochran,  who  was  ill  at  Plainfield,  N.  J. 

Bert  then  called  for  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee,  and 
Hen  Coulter,  the  Chairman,  presented  the  following  names  of  officers 
and  committees  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  five  years:  President,  Albert 
G.  Milbank;  Treasurer,  LeRoy  P.  Leas;  Secretary,  John  C.  Kerr; 
Representative  on  Graduate  Council,  Charles  Browne;  Trustees, 
Charles  Browne,  Emory  L.  Ford,  Nelson  B.  Gaskill,  John  D.  Kil- 
patrick,  Langdon  Lea,  Minot  C.  Morgan;  and  the  President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  ex-officio.  Reunion  Committee:  Charles  Browne, 
Chairman;  George  G.  Blackmore,  Aaron  W.  Godfrey,  David  B.  Helm, 
Meldrum  Gray,  Richard  P.  McGrann,  John  E.  McLain,  Wallace  D. 
McLean,  John  J.  Moment,  Harold  B.  Northrup,  Joseph  G.  Rosegarten, 
Jr.,  Edward  B.  Turner,  Jacques  L.  Walton,  John  Waterhouse,  Curtis 
M.  Willock  and  the  Treasurer,  ex-officio. 

The  steam  roller  was  then  cranked  up,  and  with  scant  chance  for 
other  nominations  the  foregoing  ticket  was  declared  elected. 

Major  John  D.  then  took  charge  of  the  meeting,  and,  being  in 
rare  form,  treated  our  guests  to  a  demonstration  of  the  reasons  why 
he  has  always  been  indispensable  to  '96  reunions.  The  long-distance 
cups  offered  by  Milbank  and  Dick  McGrann  for  first  and  second  places, 
respectively,  were  awarded  to  John  Waterhouse  and  Billy  Mather. 
"Killy"  interrupted  the  flow  of  his  own  eloquence  at  intervals  to  allow 
the  audience  to  enjoy  addresses  by  Billy  Mather,  Prof.  Lybyer,  Ned 
Hamilton  and  Commissioner  Nelson  Gaskill,  and  the  meeting  was 
brought  to  a  close  by  the  shortest  speech  which  Roy  Morris  ever 
made,  to  this  effect:  "We  have  all  had  a  grand  time.  Let's  stop  while 
the  stopping's  good." 

On  Tuesday  the  interest  of  the  Class  centered  in  the  conferring 
by  the  University  upon  Roy  Morris,  our  recent  Ambassador  to  Japan, 
of  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws.  Unfortunately  a  great  many  mem- 
bers of  the  Class  were  unable  to  remain  for  this  ceremony,  but  never- 
theless a  good-sized  delegation  was  on  hand  to  point  with  pride  to 
our  famous  classmate.  Afterwards  at  the  Alumni  Luncheon  Roy 
was  the  only  speaker,  except  President  Hibben,  and,  inspired  by  the 
thunderous  locomotive  cheer  given  by  his  thirty-eight  classmates 
present,  he  spoke  straight  to  the  hearts  of  Princeton  men  with  even 
more  than  his  accustomed  eloquence  and  force. 
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Telegrams  were  sent  to  members  of  the  Class  who  through  sick- 
ness could  not  attend,  and  cablegrams  were  received  from  classmates 
in  India,  Asia  and  South  Africa,  and  also  from  our  own  President 
Patton,  who  cabled  from  Bermuda  his  felicitations  to  the  Class  and 
regretted  his  inability  to  attend  the  Reunion. 

So  ended  the  most  successful  reunion  ever  held  by  '96.  To 
Charlie  Browne,  not  only  for  the  immense  amount  of  work  he  did  as 
Chairman  of  the  Reunion  Committee,  but  also  for  his  constant  and 
most  generous  hospitality,  the  Class  owes  a  debt  which  it  realizes 
can  never  be  discharged  in  kind;  and  we  all  trust  that  he  realizes  that 
the  entire  Class  regards  him  with  affectionate  and  grateful  apprecia- 
tion—J.  C.  K. 
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
